Claim 2: lines 4 and 5, "profiled" has been changed to -contoured-. 
Claim 5: line 7, -contoured- has been inserted after "peripheral" in both

Claim 10: lines 4 and 5, "profiled" has been changed to -contoured-. 
Claim 13: line 7, -contoured-- has been inserted after "peripheral" in both 
occurrences. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed on May 3, 2004 are persuasive therefore the 103 rejection has been 
withdrawn. Specifically in Applicant's method the tooth tip of the rolling die engages the 
trochoidal root/fillet surface between adjacent mating teeth of the workpiece to effect 
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material flow along the outer peripheral contoured surface, these in combination with 
the rest of the limitations in the claims. By contrast, Bregi et al. (US Patent 3,631,703) 
teaches forming undercuts on root portions of the teeth but the surface adjacent mating 
teeth is not roll-finished (see figures 2 and 3 of Bregi et al.) as the tooth tip portion does 
not engage the surface between adjacent mating teeth of the workpiece.
